My purpose W‘.[3 the exact opposite of ” showing a doctored photograph around 
town to implicate a suspect.’* It was to confirm or refute wli&t I*d already been told 
- x„ Pe0ple in . tho offiolal ntor y of the crime. As I recall it was not the one 
pnoto Newcomb refers to but four photos. I am certain that one involved the part of 
the hair on the opposite side and I am certain that one involved a beard. This is 
because of what these two witnesses had told mo, one twice, t e interviewee separated 
y a considerable period of time. I have t • o second two interviews on tape. After 
what I d been told the first time, with a series of about 100 miscellaneous photos 
used to be sure there was a real choice, I did t)dd a second time, the second time 
xn addition to. .taping with a second person with me. Both of these people had identified 
hornloy pictures and had not identified Oswald pictnresyet in the official story 
they are said to have identified Ossald as the person they saw.

that if he^d talk to me, and -^olton even wrote about this in a colmjin he wrote for 
a French Quarter weekly.

Because these people may come at any minute, Iwant to assure you first of all that 
there is nothing wrong in you^ asking me about what you'd boon told and as you know I 
was not angry about that. What dismays me is that Tatro would wait more than a decade 
and then spread libels around, ...You refer to * red's book. I've not seen it. Because 
I've had no interest in it after what x learned about him.... I'd not know that Fred 
mentioned me in his book, ...You have no need to feel badly or guilty. If Tatro were 
ever to make any mention of any such thing he should have asked first. But do you 
now have a better idea of why I'm detached from just about all the dithers who occupy 
themselves in such ways? •• .Remember, I was quite active when ^at.ro got that letter 
and illness is no excuse for his not seeking tyo truth then, I vras not as angry with 
him as I was dismayed and disgusted.I wrote Emory Borwn because I've kept no file on 
^atro and don't liavo his address on my rotodex. But Miere is no need to forgave you 
because you did nothing wrong. You did what he sho^ild have done if he were ever to 
make any mention of it,.,.I won t have time to correct the jjypose, so please excuse.
